To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port i she ad  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  recommended  that  this  Report 
be  curtailed  as  much  as  possible.  For  this  reason,  Housing 
and  other  subjects  dealt  with  in  the  Surveyor's  Report  are 
omitted.  During  the  year  there  was  no  serious  outbreak  of 
infectious  disease.  At  the  outbreak  of  War  we  did  not 
have  to  receive  or  evacuate  children.  I  had,  therefore,  to 
make  no  special  arrangements  in  the  District  for  Maternity 
or  Child  Welfare.  These  Services  are  working  well. 

More  children  were  immunized  against  Diphtheria,  but 
there  are  still  a  number  not  yet  done.  I  must  emphasise 
the  necessity  of  having  all  children  done  as  soon  as 
possible.  A  period  of  three  months,  after  the  injections, 
must  elapse  before  the  child  is  fully  protected.  The 
County  scheme  provides  opportunity  for  every  child  to  be 
done  by  their  own  doctor.
